NEW LIGHT ON OUR POTASH 
POSSIBILITIES. 


The stirring of muriate of 
potash, sales of round quantities having 
made at $200 during the week, 
prospects of further sharp ad- 
vances, centers unusually keen interest 
in the latest official report of develop- 
ing a commercial production of potash 
in California, which is published in the 
of this Dr. Nor- 
conducting investigations 
potash for the 
Government, treats the subject with a 
of detail both from the 
technical and practical viewpoints. His 
technical qualifications have been for- 
tified valuable practical training 
acquired during his consular service in 
Germany. 

Dr. Norton speaks most hopefully of 
the saline deposits at Searles Lake in 
San Bernardino county, California, as 
a potash and the company 
which has undertaken the most capable 
utilization of the vast visible supply of 
raw material, has its hope 
of marketing potash salts within a few 
months. The commercial possibilities of 
these saline deposits are strengthened 
by the fact that they contain borax, 
sodium sulphate and carbonate and 
common salt, besides being rich in 
potash. 

Much attention is given to the utiliza- 
tion of the enormous masses of seaweed 
off the Pacific as a solution of 
the potash problem, and while engi- 
neers who have studied the methods so 
far employed to develop the kelp indus-

leading company engaged in the extrac- 
tion of kelp is credited with confidence 
in its ability to build up the industry 
on a substantial commercial basis. Dr. 
Norton reports assuringly on the fac- 
tors of cost of production, cost of han- 
dling and physical properties 
tributing to make dried powdered kelp 
seemingly the form in which a sub- 
stantial commercial demand can 
most quickly secured and a form which 
would appeal rapidly to the manufac- 
turer of mixed fertilizers. 

The contamination of soda has been 
the greatest problem in the extraction 
of potash from kelp, both the dissolu- 
tion and ordinary crystallization proc- 
esses being inadequate to overcome on 
a practical scale the closeness of solu- 
bility. between potash and soda. Dr. 
Norton regards the employment vf a 
new method of fractional crystalliza- 
tion an important step toward the 
solution of this difficulty and the op- 
eration of this process opens a hopeful 
field for our potash independence. Gov- 
ernment have estimated that 
two annual cuttings of the kelp beds 
off the coast of southwestern California 
would yield 59,000,000 tons, or the equiv- 
of 2,300,000 tons of potassium 
chloride, which, if marketed at cur- 
rent rates, would yield about $90,000,000, 
but if the kelp were dried and 
marketed at prevailing prices for both 
the potash and nitrogen content its 
value would exceed $150,000,000. 

Dr. Norton’s report offers little en- 
couragement for the commercial ex- 
traction of potash from the mineral 
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deposits of California, for, while they 
contain frequently relatively high per- 
centages of potash, they are not suffi- 
ciently high to the 
difficulty of from existing 
conveniences transportation, the 
chief demand for potash as a fertilizer 
coming from the half of the 
country and very largely from the Gulf 
States.

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Harrison Law Mail Order Regulation, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


June 18, 1915. 
“The furnishing of narcotic drugs and 
preparations upon mail orders held not 
to be prescribed or dispensed by a regis- 
tered physician to a patient,’ under the 
provisions of the Harrison narcotic law. 
The long-delayed decision (T. D. 2214) 
by the Treasury authorities on the sub- 
Ject of the application of the Harrison 
narcotic law to mail orders of the drugs 
mentioned in that law to distant patients 
has at last been promulgated by Com- 
oe ok Osborn, of the Internal Revy- 
enue Oflice with the ; rove - 
ao aa ipproval of Secre 
The decision is sweeping in that it will 
probably be held to exclude much of the 
supplying of drugs by mail orders be- 
cause of failure to comply with the “‘per- 
sonal attendance’ and other features of 
the act. The decision by the department 
is as follows, with the closing part em- 
phasized by the decision itself:— 


Frequent inquiries have been received from 
internal revenue officers and other persons rela- 
tive to the powers and limitations of the gov- 
ernment to enforce the above-named act 

Said act provides, first, for the registration 
of and payment of special tax by every person 
who produces, imports, manufactures com- 
pounds, dea in, dispenses, sells, distributes 
or gives away opium or coca leaves, or any 
compound, manufacture, salt, derivative or 
preparation thereof. This includes all original 
producers, compounders, chemists, wholesale 
and retail druggists, physicians and all other 
persons who distribute, prescribe or give away 
for any purpose whatever any of the prohibited 
drugs, their derivatives or compounds, or in 
any manner use same, whether legally or in 
violation of the law. 
The fact that registration is limited to cer- 
tain named persons indicates that there must 
be a power of discrimination vested in col- 
lectors of internal revenue as to who shall be 
registered and from whom special tax may be 
received. Therefore, persons not legitimately 
engaged in the exercise of their trade or pro- 
fession cannot legally register under the terms 
of this act. For example:—A party must be a 
legitimate producer, importer, manufacturer 
seller or distributor of the aforesaid drugs, 
and likewise a physician, dentist or veterinary 
surgeon can register under this act and dis- 
pense these drugs “‘in the course of his pro- 
fessional practice only.’’ It also follows from 
the express language of the act that such 
physician, dentist or veterinary surgeon can 
prescribe such drugs when he “thas been em- 
ployed to prescribe for the particular patient 
receiving such drugs,’’ and upon whom he 
“shall personally attend in the course of his 
professional practice only,’’. and such prescrip- 
tions must be made ‘‘in the legitimate prac- 
tice of his profession,’’ and then only when 
“employed to prescribe for the particular per- 
son receiving such drugs.’’ 

The above quotations from 
the correct limitation upon 
prescription or distribution 
persons whether registered or not. 

It is apparent from the foregoing that the 
duties of collectors and other internal revenue 
officers do not end under the provisions of this 
act, with simple registration. If parties se- 
cure registration through misrepresentation or 
fraud, such registration is null and void and 
does not protect then’ from prosecution for the 
illegal use of these drugs, and it is the duty 
of collectors and other internal revenue officers 
when such cases are discovered to investigate 
the same, and where the law has been violated 
in line with the foregoing to seize and pro- 
ceed to forfeit the prohibited drugs illegally in 
possession of such parties, and recommend such 
persons to the District Attorney for indict- 
ment and prosecution. 

The foregoing has special application to those 
persons who, registering as physicians, pre- 
scribe or distribute narcotic drugs or prepara- 
tions on receipt of mail orders received from 
so-called patients, or who, under the laws of 
the State or under municipal regulations, are 
not permitted to practice medicine, 

Another decision umder the 
law (T. D. 2215) relates to Regulations 
No. 35, Supplement No. 1, governing the 
issuance of registry numbers and special 
tax stamps under the Harrison law, as 
follows 


Art. 18. The following regulation, 
and supplementing Internal Revenue Regula- 
tions No. 35, of January 15, 1915, is hereby 
promulgated, effective on and after this date. 

In issuing registry numbers and special tax 
stamps under the provisions of the act of 
Congress, approved December 17, 1914, known 
the Harrison Narcotic Law, collectors of 
internal revenue will require persons making 
applications to state, under oath, in the blank 
space on Form 678, or if not sufficient space 
on the line for that purpose it should be in 
the form of an affidavit attached to the appli- 
cation on this form, that they will engage in 
administering, dispensing or prescribing nar 
cotiec drugs only in the legitimate practice of 
medicine, dentistry or veterinary surgery; or 
will engage in the business of producing, im 
porting, manufacturing, compounding, dealing 
in, dispensing, selling or distributing, as 
case may be, only those narcotic drugs 
which they are duly qualified by law,

«The Lackawanna Steel Company has 
just completed the construction of the 
second unit of its mammoth by-product 
coke plant in Buffalo, N. Y., where it is 
producing several thousand gallons of 
crude benzol daily. By beginning man- 
ufacturing operations in this second 
unit at its new plant the Lackawanna 
company has doubled its benzol out- 
put. The first unit of the company’s 
plant was finished a month ahead of 
time and was put in operation on May 
1. The completion of its second unit 
has also been several weeks ahead of 
schedule. The crude benzol made in 
the Lackawanna company’s plant is be- 
ing shipped to the Barrett Manufactur- 
ing Company, at Frankfort, Pa., and is 
there being separated into carbolic acid 
or phenol and toluol. All the carbolie 
acid made from the product of the first 
unit of the Lackawanna company’s 
plant is sold on contract to the French 
Government, and negotiations have been 
concluded whereby the company is to 
turn over to that government a mini- 
mum of 1,200,000 pounds for the six 
months ending January 15, 1916. All 
the toluol obtained from the product 
of this plant’s first unit is being sold to 
J. P. Morgan & Co., for account of the 
British Government.

Linseed Oil Added to Contraband List. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, June 18, 1915. 

Advices have been received at the Com- 
merce Department from Commercial 
Attache Thompson, stationed at The 
Hague, that “linseed oil has been added 
to the conditional contraband list of 
Great Britain. There is no Dutch pro- 
hibition of exports, but oil made by 
Dutch mills from imported seed may not 
be exported, on account of the guaranty 
given by the mills to the Oversea Trust. 
Usually most of the Dutch oil is exported. 
It is rumored that some mills will close 
until conditions are changed. The Rot- 
terdam oil market is closed and trade 
demoralized. Oil cake, most of which is 
for domestic consumption, is now 122 
florins ($49.04) per ton of 2,204.6 pounds, 
with a rising tendency because of a prob- 
able scarcity of domestic cake.”

North Dakota shipments were the heav- 
jest.

Gicated that the damage is proving quite 
extensive Line elevator companies re- 
ported some seed iles during the past 
few days. With temperatures even more 
severe in Canada it is expected the dam- 
age there will be heavy The market 
fuiled to respond to the news In fact 
the futures dipped because of the Ar- 
gentine news. Cheaper American bids 
seem to meet with response and under 
the circumstances the domestic markets 
failed to show enthusiasm over the bub- 
ish Northwestern situation. Judging 
from advices received here the Argen- 
tine shippers prefer the North American 
markets at the moment because of the 
difficulty and danger in shipping to Eu- 
ropean markets 

Duluth buyers ure competing more 
strongly for the balance of the seed tett 
in the hands of Northwestern farmers 
There is a fair carrying charge repre- 
sented in the September future and with 
elevator bins practically empty of othet 
grains the owners are anxious to pick 
up what seed they can at July price. 
Lucal crushers are not running very 
heavily and are depending on reserves 
to help along in their operations. With 
the Argentine seed cheap they can not 
nfford to pay much more for raw mate- 
rial in the local market and they are 
not trying to outbid the Duluth buyers 
under the circumstances. The difference 
between the local and Duluth markets 
is not sufficient to take any seed out of 
territory that generally ships to Minne- 
Apolis, but it does prevent seed in reg- 
ular Duluth territory from coming this 
Way Minnesota seed is coming this way 
in smali volume and is readily picked 
up. Ther is very little South Dakota 
“geed available. 

Local elevator stocks showed a slight 
decrease in the week while ‘stocks at 
Duluth increased also showed a liberal 
decrease. The greater part of the local 
decrease concerned private bin supplies. 
It is estimated that there is about 400,- 
000 bushels of seed in public and private 
Minneapolis bins. 

No. 1 seed sells at 1@2c. under Duluth 
July price, on spot and to arrive. Where 
the erushers can pay more on favorable 
fluctuations they are inclined to do so 

A letter received here from India 
states that business is very dull in that 
country, with exports only 400 to 500 tons 
weekly. 

LINSEED OIL 

There was some improvement in_ the 
oil trade during the past week Sales 
were not very heavy, but the crusners 
managed to pick up heavier orders than 
they were able to report for several 
weeks past. Shipping directions were 
fairly prompt and more vil was moved 
out than the crushers manufactured. 
Western buyers are in and out of the 
market as supplies run low and_ place 
a fair total of orders from time to time. 
Of course there is no Eastern trade be- 
cause of the cheap prices quoted by the 
Eastern crushers, based on the price of 
the Argentine seed There was a _ fur- 
ther decrease in local reserves Of oil 
during the past week. ‘ 

There is a gradually increasing trade in 
new crop oil Owing to the fact that 
new crop cake can be sold at a good 
price mvure of the crushers are willing 
to sell deferred oil. Prices vary Some 
erushers quote full spot prices for ship- 
ment to be made in the early fall while 
others ure reported to have sold at Ze. 
discount under spot. With September 
seed selling at a full carrying charge 
over the July there would seem to be no 
reason why deferred oil should be sold 
at a discount under spot values, unless 
the seller is figuring on a decline in the 
market in the meantime and a chance 
to pick up the raw material at a favor- 
able level. In other words, it would be 
a speculation, Oil for July and August 
shipment is quoted at spot price, 
There was a slight improvement in the 
jobbing trade reported. Usual summer 
improvements are having some effect on 
retai! trade and the jobbers are coming

The week's ship- 
ments from those ports were nil, against 
5,460 bushels in the preceding week. Re- 
ceipts aggregated 32.19% bushels, against 
21,279 bushels in the week before last 
Inspections past Winnipeg are very small 
One day there was only 1,050 bushels flax 
inspected, and on another day 2,100 bush- 
els. On the best day 11,550) bushels were 
inspected here.

Harrison Law Registration Ruling. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Jume 18, 1915 

Commissioner Osborn, of the United 
States Internal Revenue Bureau, has is- 
sued a decision, approved by the Acting 
Secretary of the Treasury (T. D. 2,218), 
relating to the requirement of separate 
application for registery and payment of 
special tax under the narcotic law. if 
the applicant has more than one place 
of business, with no exceptions. The de- 
cision as addressed to the collectors of 
internal revenue is as follows:— 

Article 1. The second paragraph of this ar 
ticle is hereby amended, effective on and after 
this date, to read as follows 

“If the applicant has more than one place of 
business, or if, in any case, the applicant is 
engaged in more than one profession or busi- 
ness where any of the drugs above described 
are made, stored or dispensed, a separate ap- 
plication for registry must be made and a 
special tax must be paid in each such case.’’

Local Retail Merchants to Form 
Protective Assoclation. 


For the purpose of organizing a retail 
merchants’ protective association with 
which to fight against unfair competition 
on the part of chain stores and for resale 
price maintenance on trade-marked and 
patented articles, a conference has been 
called for all the retail dealers’ organiza- 
tions, including local drug and pharma- 
cutical societies, in Greater New York 
and within a radius of fifty miles of this 
city. This conference is to be held in the 
rooms of the American Fair Trade 
League, in the Fifth Avenue Building, at 
Fifth avenue and Twenty-third street, 
this Thursday afternoon, June 24. 

Each retail organization in the metro- 
politan district 1s entitled to have three 
representatives at this conference and in 
the subsequent membership of the asso- 
ciation, while retail trades not already 
represented by organizations may become 
associate members. Several honorary 
members will also be admitted to the as- 
sociation, selections being made from 
among those known to favor resale price 
maintenance. It is the purpose of the 
organizers of this association of retailers 
tc provide for the holding of an annual 
meeting each year, amd to have other 
meetings subject to the call of an Exe- 
cutive Committee. 

Indorsement of the Stevens bill or of 
similar price maintenance measures, and 
the framing of plans for circumscribing 
the activities of the Riker & Hegeman 
Company, which has recently invaded 
Canada, as well as many additional dis- 
tricts of this country, are scheduled for 
the approaching retail dealers’ eenter- 
ence.

The course of paint materials has 
been of more than ordinary interest re- 
cently not because of any heavy buy- 
ing movement, but because of the fluc- 
tuations in market prices. Usually the 
important materials, such as white lead 
and zine noted for their 
steadiness in price and on this account 
recent fluctuations are of the more im- 
portance. On June 15 leading produc- 
ers of white lead announced an advance 
of one cent per pound in the quotations 
for their products, and while the metal 
market was lower in the closing days of 
the week the pigments were not 
changed until it could be determined 
whether the metal had reached a stable 
basis or would recover the losses of 
the week. Zinc oxide is in the same 
position as reported last week and sell- 
ers are not booking new contracts call- 
ing for future delivery, but are doing 
all they can to take care of their reg- 
ular customers, The spelter market was 
somewhat easier at the close of the week 
and developments in lead and _ spel- 
ter will be of prime importance in the 
near future. Linseed oil is another im- 
portant item in the trade which varied 
in price during the week, but in this 
case the change was in buyers’ favor 
as prices were downwards. It is stated 
that the growing flax crop in this coun- 
try and in Canada is comparatively 
small and weather conditions were 
rather unfavorable this week, which 
should be construed as bullish factors 
on prices for seed and oil, but Argen- 
tine seed is coming to this country in 
a large way and offers of this seed are 
still being made and it is having a 
weakening effect upon values. Other 
paint making oils are reported to be 
quiet. Dry colors, which have been in 
an unfavorable position for some time 
did not improve in the interval, but 
rather the opposite for many of the 
raw materials which are used in mak- 
ing certain colors whent up in price. 
The effect of this is to keep many of 
the blue selections in a nominal posi- 
tion and greens and yellows are also 
firm in price. Lithopone is going out 
on old contracts, but new business is 
curtailed because sellers are waiting to 
see what the spelter market will do 
and are not willing to book future or- 
ders at the present disturbed state of 
the market. Spirits of turpentine 
showed a firmer,tone with better buy- 
ing at primary ‘points and values for 
the week were higher. A review of 
the linseed oil and naval stores mar- 
kets wil be found on pages 21 and 23, 
respectively. On page 12 there is a 
complete report on the flaxseed situa- 
tion. A report on alcohol will be found 
under the drug market. Comment on 
the important items in the paint trade 
follows: 


LEAD, ZINCS AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—In the early part of 
the week prices for pig lead were pret- 
ty firm and up to 8c. per pound was 
quoted. One lot of 500 pounds was re- 
ported to have been sold at 6%c. and 
a similar amount brought 8c. Later 
on leading sellers offered lead more 
freely and on Thursday 6c. per pound 
was quoted. On Friday another de- 
cline was reported and 6c. per pound 
was the quoted price. Many were mys- 
tified by the decline and could give no 
explanation, but it was generally be- 
lieved that the advance had been too 
rapid to be based on other than specu- 
lative buying. 

WHITE LEAD (Basic Carbonate).— 
There was a new schedule of prices 
announced on the 15th. This showed 
an advance of lc. per pound on dry 
basic carbonate. The quotation for 
round lots is now 7%c. per pound with 
the usual advances for smaller lots. 
Basic carbonate ground in oil was ad- 
vance ~d ina similar way and is now held 
at §%ec. per pound. Jobbing lots showed 
a range up to 11%c. per pound for 1- 
pound tins. The advance in price was 
due directly to the position of the 
metal. The decline in pig lead in the 
week did not have any effect on the 
pigments as the feeling regarding the 
metal was uncertain. If the price for 
pig lead holds at its present level it 
is probable that the pigments will sell 
on more favorable so that the course 
of the former during the next week or 
so will be of prime importance. 

WHITE LEAD (Basic Sulphate).— 
The feature of this market was the ad- 
vance in quotations. Sellers were not 
eager to accept contract business in 
the early part of the week owing to 
the vagaries of the metal. The open 
quotation was practically confined to 
prompt shipment. In the latter part 
of the week there was an easier tone 
to prices, but no quotable change. 
Round lots are held at 74%c. per pound 
with jobbing amounts higher in pro- 
portion.

RED LEAD.—Interest in this oxide 
increased this week by the _ higher 
prices which were asked by sellers. In 
conjunction with white lead the oxides 
were advanced on Tuesday and round 
lots of dry red lead held at 8%c. pet 
pound from that time forward. The 
market was not as strong during the 
closing days, when pig lead began to 
ease off, but there was no further 
change in market prices, and the ad 
vance still holds good, and is likely 
to do so until the position of the metal 
is more clearly defined. Red lead in oil 
is offered on a graded scale, according 
to quantity, with large amounts ayail- 
able at 9c, per pound, and smaller lots 
ranging up to 104c. per pound. 

LITHARGE.—On jobbing quantities 
litharge is quoted on the same basis as 
dry red lead, and the advances in the 
latter are also applicable to the forme: 
On round lots litharge is quoted 
84c. per pound. This shows an ad 
vance of one cent per pound over the 
values which were in effect a week 
ago. Demand for this material is about 
seasonable, and the fluctuations’ in 
price are not due to any unusual de 
mand for supplies but is based ent irely 
en producing costs, and variations f 
low the changes in prices for pig leac 

ORANGE MINERAL.—A quiet mat 
ket is reported for this material 
There is a difference in quotations ac 
cording to seller, with a higher level 
quoted this week than was the case a 
week ago. Present prices are placed at 
8%@9%c, per pound for round lots 
Trading has not been featured in ans 
way, and the only interest in the mar 
ket has been the result of the chang- 
in prices. 

SPELTER.—Spelter has 
nominal position for the greater part 
of the week, and, in fact, that about 
explains the market at present. The 
undertone, however, has been easier 
and a quotation of 18%c. per pound foi 
prompt shipment was heard late in the 
week, Considerable interest Wit 
aroused by the report that a commis 
sion had been appointed to take testi 
mony on the question of whether or not 
some of the zine producing companie 
were operating in violation of the anti- 
trust laws. (Offerings of spelter were 
more free this week, and buyers were 
not bidding so strongly for 
that it was logical for prices to give 
way. Some of the large consumers are 
said to have decided to stay out of the 
market until such time as prices return 
to a more normal level. 

ZINCS.—The situation with regard 
to zine oxide remains much the 
as was reported last week. While the 
market for spelter turned a little casier, 
there is some uncertainty regarding 
future prices, and the present quota- 
tions are far above normal. Producers 
of the oxides are slow to entertain 
bids on contracts covering future de- 
livery, and trading in that respect is 
practically at a standstill Holders of 
contracts are being supplied with 
American process zincs at the old level 
of prices, but sellers want to be assured 
that the material will not be used out- 
side its original purpose.

CHINA CLAY.—Of the total produc- 
tion of 1,000,000 tons of china clay pro- 
duced annually in England, it is esti 
mated that 300,000 tons are shipped to 
this country, and that consumption is 
divided, with the ceramic industries 
taking about 25 per cent., and the re 
mainder going to the paper, bleaching 
and other trades. The freight situa- 
tion also applies to the present market 
for china clay, and recent charters ars 
said to have been made at 12s. 6d. per 
ton. The movement of clay from pri- 
mary points is reported to have been 
curtailed, owing to difficulty in secur- 
ing vessels. There is fair dmand for 
china clay, with several trades 
sumers. Market prices vary according 
to the cost of transportation, with do- 
mestic clay holding steady at $8@9 pet 
ton. 

LITHOPONE.—The_ spelter market, 
while a little easier, has not gone down 
enough to cause any better feeling in 
the market for lithopone and sellers of 
the latter are filling contract orders, 
but are doing little else, as they do not 
want to take on new orders under pres 
ent circumstances. Developments are 
being awaited in the market for the 
raw materials, and their course will 
govern the market for the pigment. 

METALLIC PAINTS.—Some sellers 
of metallics say they are selling more 
of this material than they did at this 
time last year, and they attribute this 
not so much to greater activity on the 
part of consumers as to the more im 
portant position which this material is 
assuming in the trade. The market for 
metallics is set along rather routine 
lines, and, while private terms are ar- 
ranged in certain sellers are 
holding the open quotation at $18@20 
per ton for browns and at $14@1S per 
ton for reds. 

TALC.—There has been a good de- 
livery of Italian giades of tale on out- 
standing contracts, but new business in 
all grades of tale is said to be quiet.

Prices for glue vary accord- 
ing to grade and a price schedule will 
be found on page 39 or our wholesale 
prices current. 


VARNISH GUMS. 


A good call for damar still exists and 
some of the leading importers say that 
consumers are ready to take these of- 
ferings as soon as they are available. 
Kauri gum is receiving some attention, 
but demand for this gum is far from 
active, although it is difficult to obtain 
the highest grades. The interest in da- 
mar extends to both Singapore and Ba- 
tavian grades. Copal gums have taken 
the place of some of the other grades 
if inquiry for the former can be taken 
as a criterion and consumption of these 
grades promises to be large as sellers 
are holding contracts calling for future 
delivery. Manila gums are quiet at 
present. Prices for gums are based on 
a quality range and the schedule of 
quotations will be found on page 39. 


WINDOW GLASS, 


Reports on the window glass situa- 
tion say that the market is very strong 
from a statistical position, but this 
seems to have but little effect on the 
present market and has failed to stim 
ulate buyers to take on new supplies. 
In other words it is generally conceded 
that under anything like normal con- 
suming demand over the next two or 
three months stocks of popular sizes 
will be pretty well worked off and the 
replenishing of these stocks will come 
after the new fire which may not be 
until late in Octobor or even later. Evy- 
idently buyers regard the probability 
of higher prices as too remote in time 
and with sellers eager to take on or- 
ders just now and demand compara- 
tively slow the market can not be re- 
ported in an improved position as yet.

Ginseng Trade of China. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, June 18, 1915. 

In a review of China trade for the past 
year that has been received at the Com- 
merce Department in regard to the trade 
of Swatow, reference is made to the im- 
portation of ginseng at that port having 
increased from 17,275 pounds in 1913 to 23,- 
18 pounds in 1914. Further this report 
says:— 

The demand throughout 
erally strong, and for the greater 
year prices were about 30 per cent 
in 1913. Local dealers say that 
importers were largely responsible for these 
high prices, as they decreased their purchases 
after the outbreak of the war because of 
American exporiers demanding cash. Hong 
Kong dealers in turn demanded cash for their 
sales, all of which resulted in contracted 
sales The 1914 importation of the American 
root was about two-thirds cultivated and the 
remainder wild. S8The annual consumption of 
American ginseng in this district is variously 
estimated at from $100,000 to $150,000. At 
present all supplies are purchased at Hong 
Kong, but an attempt is now being made to 
start importing direct from America.

Nanking, China Kerosene Trade. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, June 18, 1915. 


regard to the trade of the 
Nanking Province of China, some inter- 
esiing information is given in a report 
which reaches the Commerce Department 
regarding the kerosene trade which is 
supposed to illustrate proper methods for 
American exporters. This report says:— 

Some 22,500,000 gallons of kerosene were im 
ported during the year. This trade was for- 
merly largely supplied from the United States, 
but in late years the oil fields of Sumatra 
and Borneo have sent in cheaper and in- 
ferior grades of oil, which are gradually en- 
larging their markets at the expense of the 
American product, Four years ago American 
oil supplied about 75 per cent. of the market, 
but in 1914 it held only about 50 per cent. of 
the trade. It is also noted that Russian oil 
was imported into Wuhu during the year to 
the extent of over 99,000 gallons. Chinkiang 
was originally the distributing center of the 
oil supply, but during the past few years the 
trade has so developed that Nanking and 
Wuhu both received direct shipments from 
abroad. Wuhu is an independent agency for 
both the competing companies, while Nanking 
still remains under the supervision of the 
American agency at Chinkiang, but supports 
an independent agency for the British cor 
poration.

territory is supplied from 
ports. The method followed 
one salaried experienced 
foreigner at a port where oil tanks and go- 
downs are situated. ‘The importance of the 
trade regulates the stock of oi: and the num- 
ber of foreigners for each port. The stocks of 
oil, lamps, stoves, etc., are kept up by 
means of direct shipments from abroad, and 
occasionally smaller shipments from Shanghai 
to Chinkiang and Wuhu, while Chinkiang in 
turn ships to Nanking. Native bonded agen» 
are secured in the important interior trade 
centers, which are invariably on the water- 
ways. To them consignments are delivered 
from the most accessible port at the expense of 
the owners, who also usually grant a monthly 
allowance at the larger agencies for the ex- 
penses of the native agent. The stock of 
the native agent is usually checked over at 
least bimonthly by a foreign inspector, in order 
to stimulate the work of the agent as well as 
to detect any irregularity in accounts or stock.

If the agent has a clear record and has shown 
commendable zeal he is given a bonus When 
first entering an interior market it is cus 
tomary to select one or more of the local mer 
chants as a consignee with no expense allow 
ance, and to make the position more attractive 
to him as the trade expands, 

The foregoing description has 
somewhat in ‘detail in order to illustrate 
the method so strongly emphasized in_ trade 
reports as essential to the most successful en- 
trance of the American exporter into the China 
market. The importation of oil in 1914 ex- 
ceeded that in 1913 by over 6,000,000 gallons 
The ‘British increase in 1914 was about 75 per 
per cent., while the American ‘increase was 
approximately 50 per cent.

Intimations are given also 
that it is possible the use of these paints 
may be extended to the Brazilian navy 
as well as to the coastwise Brazilian mer- 
chant vessels.

LINSEED OIL. 

The week was quiet as far as trading 
but interest in the 
keen the 
frequency with which prices have 
changed. The course of prices has 
been downwards and in the latter part 
of the week 57c. was a free quotation 
for carlots and the market was not 
especialy strong at that price. The 
failure of consumers to place orders 
caused some pressure on the selling 
side of the market, and this was re- 
sponsible for the variation in quota- 
tions, according to seller, which were 
noted throughout the week. Spot quo- 
tations hold good on shipments and 
5ic. can be done on contracts running 
through December. The lowering of 
values has aroused hopes of still lower 
prices among the consuming trades, 
and this is given as one of the reasons 
for the slow trading which was done. 
Cake prices were also stronger this 
week, and this favors the oil market. 
In the table which is appended it will 
be noted that with the exception of 
Amsterdam foreign oil markets were 
down for the week. The easy tone to 
United Kingdom markets bears out 
the report that demand for oil there is 
quiet. One of the important topics in 
the oil market was concerned with the 
report that exports of oil from Hol- 
land to Germany were prohibited by 
the agreement under which the Over- 
seas Trust Company was able to se- 
cure free shipments to Holland. There 
Was some doubt as to whether such 
shipments are absolutely barred, espe- 
cially as the Amsterdam oil market 
held firm when the loss of heavy ex- 
port trade should have caused weak- 
ness.

Cash seed at Duluth closed at $1.77% 
last Saturday and the close yesterday 
was $1.78%. The stronger tone to the 
market was said to be due to poor 
weather conditions in the flax-growing 
sections. (On the other hand, the 
Buenos Aires market showed a decline 
of about 4 cents. per bushel in the same 
period. Arrivals of Argentine seed at 
New York have been heavy during the 
past week, and in addition it is reported 
that exporters from the Argentine are 
offering seed, duty paid, considerably 
below the price of Duluth seed. Ship- 
ments from the Argentine this week 
were 435,000 bushels to the United 
States and 541,000 bushels to Europe. 
teports on the extent of the flax plant- 
jing in this country and Canada are still 
indefinite, but the progress of the crop 
has been hampered by frosts and cold 
weather.

Local clearances for the 
week amounted to 3,281,365 gallons, as 
against 1,430,165 gallons previously, 
making the total since the first of the 
year 58,851,800 gallons, while for the 
corresponding period last year were 
noted 49,272,155 gallons. Imports of 
benzine into the United Kingdom from 
January 1 to May 31 are recorded in 
the Petroleum Review of London as 
46,557,320 gallons, of which 23,757,22 
gallons were from this country and 
17,894,810 gallons from Dutch Indies. 

There has been nothing to feature the 
iiluminating oil market during the in- 
terval. Trading has been of a season- 
able routine character, with prices on a 
nominally sustained basis. Mid-conti- 
nent advices report the kerosene price 
as 1%c., with gasoline at 54%@é6c. The 
local export movement has been on a 
fairly creditable scale during the week, 
10,239,490 gallons, comparing with 9,- 
673,865 gallons formerly. The total since 
the first of the year is heavily dispar- 
aged on the comparison with that for 
the corresponding period of last year, 
177,466,670, against 215,539,255 gallons. 
For the first time in many weeks there 
are no new charter engagements for 
forward shipment to be noted. The 
Petroleum Review of London reports 
imports of illuminating oil into the 
United Kingdom from January 1 to 
May 31 as 47,786,280 galons, of which 
our share amounted to 45,327,060 gal- 
lons. London advices noted the seizure 
by the British Admiralty of the Stand- 
ard Oil tanker, Platuria, bound from 
New York to Askarshaw, Sweden, with 
a cargo of refined oil. This makes the 
third time the Platuria has been in the 
toils of the British naval authorities. 
On the first occasion, October, 1914, she 
was bound for Aarhuus and it was be- 
lieved that an issue would be raised 
over the transfer from German to 
American registry after the beginning 
of hostilities, but this point was not 
seemingly pressed and she was released 
a month later after our government had 
filed a formal protest. On March last 
the steamer, while on her way to Mal- 
mo, Sweden, was taken into Kirkwall 
and detained pending an investigation 
into the character of her cargo. 


Lubricating Oils. 


The export trade continues of a fea- 
turing character and tends to compen- 
sate for the slackness of domestic busi- 
ness. Quotations have undergone no 
change, but the open market is regard- 
ed as more or less nominal, special 
terms being induced where important 
engagements are at stake. Imports of 
lubricating oils into the United King- 
dom from January 1 to May 31 amount- 
ed to 23,053,280 gallons, of which 22,951,- 
390 gallons were from this country.

have been reports abroad of sales at even 
less. The Standard has been buying no four 
teen gravity oil except on old-time contracts 
for some little time, but has kept the official 
quotation standing in the hope that the situa- 
tion might improve, but the hope has proved 
itself to be in vain, 

The latest price cut serves to 
the eyes of the people a fact that may not 
have been fully realized before, The oil indus- 
try has expanded and has changed its charac- 
ter from an almost strictly crude fuel and 
road oil and asphalt business into a great re- 
fining and manufacturing enterprise. 

The profit made by the various companies 
in California of late has not been from the 
heavy fuel oil but from refined products. The 
maintenance of a refinery by some of the large 
companies here is the only thing which has 
held their financial basis firm. The largest 
fuel oil purchases in California are the rail 
roads, A majority of these, however, are 
owners and developers of oil lands, so that 
their own demand is furnished by themselves.

Fuel oil is being transplanted by gas in many 
big manufacturing concerns, one of the most 
recent changes being the Anaheim sugar fac- 
tory, where a sale of 40,000 barrels of fuel 
oil per month was cut off. 

The refined products are ever on the in 
crease The demand for gasoline is constant- 
ly growing. Many of the companies of Califor 
nia realize a big profit in gasoline by having 
installed topping plants which top off from the 
oil a low-grade of gasoline. It can easily be 
decided which grade of oil has the most con 
stant price by noting the different cuts. The 
fuel oil prices have been cut much more than 
the prices for higher grades of oil.

KENTUCKY PETROLEUM FIELDS. 

(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 

Barbourville, Ky., June 16, 1915. 

The deep said area, extending over the north- 
eastern end of the State, has been more or 
neglected during the greater part of the 
year, but in a few instances the drill has 
made noteworthy progres In Lawrence 
county, bordering West Virginia, the drill is 
continuing to make satisfactory progress, with 
somewhat larger producers being drilled in 
than formerly. Developments have been ex- 
tended some distance from the original pool, 
proven around the village of Busseyville, the 
most important results being in the Fallsburg 
district. In that end of the field a number 
of rigs are in operation, with some good 
strikes recently reported. The latest venture 
is a 15-barrel producer. Several strikes of ten 
barrels capacity each have been made in the 
Fallsburg territory recently. While these 
wells are not large in size, as compared with 
the first wells of the Busseyville pool, they 
show a better average yield and the perma- 
nency of the yield somewhat offsets the small 
daily production. Lawrence county operations 
have resulted in one of the most promising of 
new districts in Northeastern Kentucky, and 
when prices again warrant more extended oper- 
ations it is believed that the fleld will be 
connected up with the West. Virginia districts. 
In the Busseyville pool perations are not ag 
active as formerly, but old wells are main- 
taining the original showing. 

Wolfe and Morgan counties, included in the 
deep sand territory of Northeastern Kentucky, 
are showing light results, new work being lim- 
ited to half a dozen tests.

Customs Drawback Allowances. 


(Special to Oil, Paint.and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, June 18, 1915. 

The collector of customs at Philadel- 
phia is advised by the Treasury Depart- 
ment of the allowance of drawback on 
granular and powdered Opium, manufac- 
tured by the Smith, Kline & French Com- 
pany of Philadelphia, with the use of 
imported crude opium. 

In a letter sent by the Treasury De- 
partment to the collector of customs at 
New York, imstructions are given to in- 
clude in the foreign market value the 
amount of internal revemue taxes re- 
mitted om exports from Great Britain to 
the United States of certain alcoholic 
perfumeries and tinctures, and directs 
that the assessment of countervailing 
duty be made thereon because of the pol- 
icy of Great Britain as to rebates and 
export allowances on such exports from 
that country. 

The collector of customs at New York 
is advised by the Treasury Officials that 
drawback payments are allowed on var- 
nishes, enamels, and stains manufactured 
by the Standard Varnish Works of New 
York, with the use of imported asphalt, 
aniline colors and linseed oil, or linseed 
oil pressed from imported linseed,

Fiume and Genoa, in consequence of 
ltaly’s participation in the European 
war, has been noted within the week 
in the naming of still higher prices for 
numerous articles of Italian and Ger- 
man origin, which hitherto were being 
sent to the United States through these 
ports, and a more acute scarcity of 
numerous coal-tar derivatives has like- 
wise been reflected in an additional 
uplift of prices for these The 
export demand for quicksilver, coal-tar 
products and potash preparations has 
continued unabatedly active, but do- 
mestic buying has been without ma- 
terial improvement in any part of the 
drug market during the interval. 

In the belief that they can stimu- 
late the purchasing movement by ad- 
vancing prices rather than by making 
further the lead- 
ing importers of have raised 
their asking figures for all grades of 
this narcotic, but so far their action 
has failed to augment the buying 
movement to any noticeable extent. 

Sharp advances have been recorded 
among botanical drugs in the prices 
named for cassia fistula, American saf- 
fron flowers, gum olibanum tears, first 
and second qualities of Aleppo gum 
tragacanth, whole althea root, bryonia 
root, powdered white hellebore root, 
American lovage root, Russian musk 
root, false and true unicorn roots, car- 
away seed, large German fennel seed, 
Turkish poppy and Levant worm 
seed. Higher prices have also been 
made for acetone, needle antimony, al- 
kaloid and citrated caffenie, corn syrup 
and corn sugar, epsom salt, fusel oil, 
hydrogen peroxide, myrbane oil, naph- 
thaline balls, saccharin, santonin, soda 
salicylate, benzoic acid, peach kernel 
vil, distilled lime oil, East Indian san- 
dalwood oil and savin oil.

for the acetate, muriate and sulphate 
descriptions in 50-ounce lots, in one de- 
livery.

Domestic consumers are still limiting 
their takings to meager quantities in

QUININE, 


Further evidence of the unabated 
maintenance of relatively high prices 
for cinchona bark abroad as well as for 
the salts, both at home and in Europe, 
has supplied within the week in 
the comparatively high figure realized 
for the bark offered at the latest Lon- 
don auction sale. At this auction, 
which was held last Tuesday, June 15, 
a unit of 14d. was realized again and 
the undertone of the London and Con- 
tinental markets remained very 
strong. Shipments of the bark from 
Java to Europe for May are reported tuo 
have amounted to 450,500 kilos, as com- 
pared with 612,000 kilos for the corre- 
sponding month last year, and with 
188,000 kilos for May, 1913, and 689,000 
kilos for May, 1912. Total bark ship- 
ments from Java to Europe for the first 
ive months of this year are reported to 
have amounted to 2,215,000 kilos, as 
compared with 3,103,500 kilos for the 
corresponding month of last year, with 
2,781,200 kilos for the similar period of 
1913 and with 2,311,500 kilos for the 
corresponding time in 1912. It is thus 
made evident once more the bark ship- 
ments are being materially curtailed and 
that the tone of the salts market, al- 
ready stiffened by the constantly in- 
creasing demand abroad, has been made 
still stronger thereby of late. Latest 
advices from Holland, however, state 
that the scheduled auction sales of both 
bark and salts for the remainder of the 
summer and early fall have been in- 
definitely postponed, in view of the 
heavy sales recently made by the Am- 
sterdam works. Domestic manufactur- 
ers continue to hold their output firm- 
ly on a bulk basis of 28e. in 100-ounce 
tins, and are still reporting a moderate

a recent curtailment of production, 
have raised their prices for these goods 
to $2.42 for the 42 degrees mixing de- 
scription of corn syrup and to $2.36 for 
the pure food variety of corn sugar. 
EPSOM SALT.—A further advance 
in prices asked for both foreign and 
domestic salt has occurred this week, 
in consequence of the greatly increased 
demand and the inadequacy of domes- 
tic products. Revised quotations are 
24%@2%c. for foreign salt in bags and 
domestic goods in barrels. 
ERGOT.—A poor yield of ergot of 
rye is predicted for this year in Spain 
by authorities who have recently come 
to New York from Madrid. Accord- 
ing to these authorities, the yield in 
that country will be 50 per cent. short 
of last year’s production, because of 
severe frosts last February and 
March, which killed a large portion of 
the rye crop and because of the 
fact that, in view of a shortage in po- 
tatoes and the high prices realized for 
them in Spain, many of the farmers 
are planting these tubers in preference 
to rye. These authorities further state 
that they control the new crop of er- 
got which will be gathered in Spain 
in July and August and that they pur- 
pose to market it exclusively through 
New York agents in this market, so 
that none of the Spanish goods wili 
be available in Europe. Locol import- 
ers continue to offer the spanish grade 
at %c.@$1 and the Russian variety 
at the same figures. Latest arrivals 
at the local port have included five 
bags from Liverpool. 
FUSEL OILL.—As the demand for this 
commodity continues’ extraordinarily 
heavy, and as imports of foreign goods 
are very light and constitute only a 
negligible factor in the situation, do- 
mestic distillers are still in control of 
the market. For crude oil these man- 
ufacturers are now asking $2.40@2.50, 
as to amylic alcohol content, and for 
the reginned goods they are generally 
asking $3.25, although also quoting 
their goods up to $3.35 in some in- 
stances. Amyl acetate, however, has 
recently been offered off to the extent 
of 5c., and is now being quoted at $2.60

While no active purchas- 
ing operations are now expected until 
the early fall, there is thought to be 
little if any prospect for the naming 
of lower prices while the Mexican ex- 
port tax of $2.50 Mexican gold per kilo, 
equal to 57 American cents per pound, 
and the American import duty of 30c.

It had been expected in some 
quarters that these 1914-1915 crop 
whole beans would be of very superior 
quality, on the theory that a good 
crop almost always follows a poor or 
indifferent yield such as that of the 
i913-1914 period, but to date the ar- 
rivals of the 1914-1915 crop whole beans 
have shown only moderately satisfac- 
tory quality. Curing operations are 
still under way. As revolutionary ac- 
tivities continue in the Papantla and 
Gutierrez-Zamora districts, most of the 
curers are desirous of shipping their 
zoods as soon as they are ready for 
market, being also influenced somewhat 
in this direction by the possibility of 
an embargo upon such shipments and 
the equal possibility of a change in 
the exchange rate which might make 
their recent sales of the whole beans 
unprofitable. Most of the vanilla bean 
towns are already cut off from com- 
munication with the remainder of 
Mexico and it is therefore believed that 
shipments of the new crop whole 
beans will hereafttr be rushed. New 
York operators continue to hold their 
1913-1914 and 1914-1915 Mexican whole 
beans at $2.75 for ordinary, quality, 
while asking $3, 3.50 for 
the better and superior qualities. 
Mexican cuts, however, are being 
quoted at $2.25 as well as at $2.50, ac- 
cording to quality. 

Bourbons are in more active demand 
than Mexicans at present, and as stocks 
in Paris reported to have 
greatly reduced of late, while supplies 
still on the islands of production are 
not believed to reach more than mod- 
erate proportions and spot stocks are 
likewise only fair sized, New York han- 
dlers continue to hold their Bourbons 
at $2.25@2.50, as to brand. Latest ar- 
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rivals at the local port have included 
thirty-nine cases for Bordeaux. 

South Americans are in only light 
supply and firmly held here at $2.50@8, 
according to quality. The bulk of the 
1914-1915 Guadaloupe crop has proved 
of exceptionally good quality. Only a 
moderate demand is reported for these 
beans. 

Tahitis are in fair request, and as 
stocks on the Pacific Coast as well as 
here are rather light, prices are being 
well maintained by local operators at 
$1.50@1.60 for the green label beans. 
The local market is still bare of white 
label beans. 

SHELLAC, 


The general market has undergone no 
appreciable change during the inter- 
val. Primary offers have continued of 
the same sparing character, the appor- 
tionment of freight accommodations on 
an ante-bellum basis operating to the 
disadvantage of some of the larger 
shellac houses. Current offers are 
chiefly of out-of-condition goods, which 
attract relatively little attention at the 
slight variance in prices from those for 
regular goods. There has been a good 
volume of out-of-condition business 
booked for local account. Shipments 
from Calcutta during the first half of 
June to this country were heavy, 20,900 
ewt., and the total since the first of 
the year is well in excess of the quan- 
tities for the corresponding period of 
the three former years. If shipments 
to this country for the first half of 
June are duplicated during the last 
half the six months’ receipts. will 
amount to about 100,000 packages, 
while our full year average is around

market for the various materials is 
likewise quiet. Considerable interest is 
taken in the menhaden season, but this 
is largely confined to getting a line on 
the prospects for the season and does 
not extend to trading, so that prices 
for menhaden oil and fish scrap are 
largely nominal as far as new crop of- 
ferings are concerned. Nitrate of soda 
is holding firm in price, with steady 
call for supplies outside the fertilizer 
trade. In spite of increased production 
on the West Coast—overproduction 
some call it—market prices are strong 
and with the shipping situation un- 
favorable, prices for nitrate delivered 
at domestic ports have shown some ap- 
preciation. The potash salts are nom- 
inal, with the exception of muriate of 
potash, and sales of the latter are made 
continually with prices going upwards. 
Domestic supplies of potash salts are 
touched upon again this week in a re- 
port from Washington, but the prac- 
tical side is still problematical. For 
reports of the Baltimore, Chicago and 
Atlanta fertilizer markets refer to in- 
dex on page 23. Detailed reports on the 
separate articles of the local market 
follow: 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE. 
There was but little doing this week 
in the market for these animal am- 
moniates Reports from various sec- 
tions agree that demand for blood and 
tankage is quiet. Stocks in sellers’ 
hands, while not unduly large, have 
been sufficient to cause some pressure 
on prompt shipment and values are 
reported as easy. Large packing cen- 
ters report a dull market, with the 
outlook uncertain. Futures are held 
at premiums over spot offerings, and 
evidently sellers are hopeful of a re- 
covery in values as soon as consum- 
ers start to cover their requirements 
for next season. Market prices are 
quoted at $2.35 for fried blood and $2.20 
and 10 for high-grade tankage on a 
basis of Chicago delivery. 

FISH SCRAP.--The situation in the 
market for fish scrap has not changed 
materially during the interval. More 
boats started operating in the North 
in the latter part of the week, but it 
is too early to get a line on what may 
be expected for the season. Reports 
from the South also are indefinite, with 
only a moderate catch so far. Some 
of the sellers of scrap look for a firm 
market this year for that product and 
are not at all eager to sell ahead at 
present. Buyers are taking but little 
fertilizer materials at present, and this 
tends to check inquiry for scrap. 
Prices are merely nominal as yet, with 
both sides waiting for further develop- 
ments. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—A report from 
the West Coast says that freights are 
hard to obtain, and this applied both 
to sailing vessels and steamers. A 
charter for the United States was fixed 
some time ago at 52s. 6d., calling for 
June shipment. Market prices for ni- 
trate are stronger, due to the shipping 
situation and also because of higher 
values which are ruling at primary 
points. Judged from a statistical view- 
point, the position of nitrate does not 
appear strong. The season for its use 
as a fertilizer in Europe is about over 
and stocks there are rather large. 
Stocks on the West Coast are large 
and production recently has been in- 
creased by the opening of new oficinas. 
Yet present conditions can hardly be 
judged according to normal standards. 
For instance, the United States has 
been a heavy buyer of ordinary nitrate 
while Europe has taken more of the 
refined, which is the reverse of the 
usual procedure. Also mention may be 
made of the increased consumption of 
nitrate outside the fertilizer trade, and 
especially in the explosives, and this 
demand is by no means appeased yet 
and promises to hold good as long as 
the war lasts. Sellers are quoting spot 
and prompt shipment at $2.35 per 100 
pounds. The Nitrate Propaganda Of- 
fice of Chile has published the fol- 
lowing statistics relative to the recent

and prompt. A _ report from abroad 
states that a process which allows of 
gas producers being utilized to manu- 
facture ammonia by synthesis has 
been devised. By its aid atmospheric 
nitrogen can be fixed in the form of 
metallic compounds, both carbureted 
and nitrogenous (cyanides, cyanamides, 
etc.), or metallic nitrogen compounds 
(nitrides), and these substances decom- 
posed, either with saturated and super- 
heated steam or with water, to extract 
the ammonia. A report from London 
in discussing the market for sulphate 
says the position of this important fer- 
tilizer grows better week by week 
far as price enhancement and consump- 
tion conditions are concerned, the view 
as expressed in these columns with re- 
gard to prospects having been fully 
borne out by the way quotations have 
moved during the past week or two. 
Current markings are fully up to last 
week’s increased figures, and in some 
cases even slight further improvement 
has been shown. Inquiries for export 
have been very good lately, and it 
seems pretty clear that our Colonies 
are going to take much more sulphate 
from us now than was expected. As to 
whether we can afford to increase 
greatly the amount of sulphate of am- 
monia that we send away there can 
be, of course, two opinions. Produc- 
tion has been reduced here to what 
must be regarded as a large extent 
under present conditions, while at the 
same time indications are not wanting 
that the home consumer regards the 
material with increasing favor. A fur- 
ther advance in prices is by no means 
unlikely, especially as forward figures 
have been again put up. Sellers are 
not at all anxious to trade in view of 
the prevalent opinion that later on 
the margin of profit will be still greater 
despite the persistence of labor and 
transport difficulties. 

PHOSPHATES, 
PHOSPHATE.—While present 
for acid phosphate is not de- 
scribed as active, there is a firm tone 
to the market, with many holding the 
view that prices will appreciate before 
fall. Stocks of acid phosphate are 
liberal enough under the present buy- 
ing movement, but would not last long 
in the face of active buying and the 
future position of the market may de- 
pend upon the production between now 
and the close of the fall season. Pres- 
ent quotations are 45@50c. per unit. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—A report from 
the South says that the export move- 
ment of land pebble from some points 
in Florida for the month of May were 
much larger than in the preceding 
month of this year, but this announce- 
ment does not mean that there has 
been any revival in the export trade, 
for the figures for May show a woeful 
decline when compared with the totals 
for the corresponding period of last 
year. However, the fact that some im- 
provement was made is encouraging.

Many of the materials of this mar- 
ket went to higher price levels during 
the week. Among these were bichro- 
mates and prussiates, which are af- 
fected by high producing costs. In the 
case of prussiates there is a scarcity of 
supplies which further complicates the 
situation, and it is difficult to find sell- 
ers who are able and willing to book 
orders calling for prompt delivery of 
large amounts. Starch and dextrine 
were advanced ten points in price early 
in the week. Gambier is in light sup- 
ply and is firmer. Aniline oil was hard 
get at any price, and domestic pro- 
duction has not yet progressed to the 
point where it can relieve the situa- 
tion, but domestic offerings are ex- 
pected to be more liberal from next 
month forward. One of the features 
of the week was the report that a 
company had been formed for the pur- 
pose of supplying dye materials to the 
consuming trades. This is not merely 
to try to secure supplies from Ger- 
many at present, but also to look after 
consumers’ needs when conditions re- 
turn to normal. In other words, it is 
an organization which seeks to benefit 
consumers. Fuller reference to this 
will be found on another page of this 
issue. Detailed reports on the sepa- 
rate items of the local market follow: 

BICHROMATES.—Leading sellers of 
bichromate of soda again marked 
prices up this week, and the strong 
position of chrome ore, combined with 
steadily advancing prices for muriate 
of potash, furnish the explanation for 
the higher market which is now ruling 
for bichromates. There is an excel- 
lent demand for bichromate of soda, 
and some holders of contracts placed 
at the old price of 4%c. per pound are 
getting a good profit. Reselling is said 
to be common. First hands are quot- 
ing 10@10%c. per pound for their of- 
ferings, with some sales of good-sized 
lots reported at 10%c. per pound. One 
producer, who has been practically out 
of the market for some months, is said 
to have made small deliveries. this 
week at 8c. per pound. Bichromate of 
potash is less active than soda, but is 
very firm owing to advanced produc- 
ing costs. Present quotations are 20% 
@2\1c. per peund. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—The 
feature of this market was the scarcity 
of supplies for prompt shipment. Some 
domestic offerings of aniline oil were 
reported at $1.15 per pound, but other 
reports stated that brokers were try- 
ing to uncover second-hand lots with 
which to fill buyers’ demands. Another 
feature of the market is the report 
that domestic manufacturers will not 
be able to make deliveries on contracts 
as early as had been expected, and 
while some deliveries are now due, they 
will not be made until next month. 
Market prices for aniline oil may be 
quoted at $1.15@1.30 per pound, but 
the outside price has been more com- 
mon this week, than the inside figure. 
Aniline salts are quoted at $1.25 per 
pound. 

CUTCH.—The shipments of cutch 
from Rangoon to all parts from Janu- 
ary 1 to April 26 were 1,132 tons, against 
1,300 tons in 1914 and 1,200 tons in 1913. 
The local market for cutch is steady, 
with a good call from the tanning 
trade. Market prices are quoted at 
8@9c. per pound. 

DEX TRINE.—The schedule of prices 
for dextrine was advanced 10 points 
during the week. Demand is reported 
to be seasonable and, with raw ma- 
terials higher, sellers have asked more 
for the finished products. Present 
quotations are on a of :—Dex- 
trine, $3.10 in bags, $3.21 in barrels; 
special dark canary dextrine, $3.20 in 
bags, 3.3 in barrels; British gum, 
$3.35 in bags, $3.46 in barrels; amidex, 
$3.35 in bags. These prices are per 100 
pounds in carload lots, f. o. b. New 
York. 

DIVI-DIVI.—No new 
reported during the interval in the 
market for divi-divi. Offers are re- 
ported from different producing coun- 
tries. Demand has been comparatively 
good for some time. Market prices are 
variable, according to grade, quantity 
and position. Quotations are $36@45 per 
ton. 

GAMBIER.—Offerings of gambier 
were limited this week and sellers were 
firm regarding prices, with the result 
that values were established on a 
higher basis. Sales are said to have 
been made at 8%c. per pound, but later 
on the inside figure was placed at 8\4c. 
per pound by most sellers. Smaller 
lots are reported to be held at 8%c. per 
pound. A_ report from the London 
market says that gambier is firmer but 
quiet for arrival at 29s. 3d. for June- 
July shipment. Cubes have fallen 1s. 
for May-July shipment from second 
hands at 37s. 6d. per cwt., c. i. f. terms. 

MYRABOLANS.—Report from Cal- 
cutta says the market is very quiet and 
no important sales are reported Nom- 
inal rates are Rs. 1-4@Rs. 2-4 per B.

PRUSSIATES.—-There is no letup to 
the upward swing of prices for yellow 
prussiate of potash. For the greater 
part of the week the market price held 
around 75c. per pound. At no time, 
however, were offerings free and buyers 
were able to pick up but small lots at 
that figure. As the week wore on, of- 
ferings became even scarcer, and with 
muriate of potash growing scarcer and 
dearer in price, the outlook for any re- 
cession in values for prussiate is not 
very bright. Closing quotations gave 
80c, per pound the minimum price, 
with some sellers holding out for 
for what they have to offer. Red prus- 
siate of potash is quiet, but stocks are 
very low and asking prices are up to 
$1.25 per pound. Prussiate of soda also 
showed a firmer tendency this week and 
late in the week some sellers were 
asking 40c. per pound. There was a 
considerable range, according to sell- 
er, some material is said to have 
changed hands at 37%c. per pound, 
while the lowest figure heard was 35c. 
per pound. There is no stability to 
prices sellers advance their views 
according as the available supply grows 
less. 

SUMAC.—Arrivals of sumac this 
week from foreign points were decid- 
edly small, and it is feared that future 
offerings will be comparatively small, 
with a strengthening effect on prices. 
Inquiry is reported for shipments of 
Sicilian grades and prices are quoted 
at $72@73 per ton. Spot material is 
scarce and is held at $75 per ton. 

STARCH.—AI! grades of starch were 
firmer during the interval, and early in 
the week leading sellers announced a 
new schedule of prices, which shows 
an advance of ten points over the prices 
which were in force last week. A fair 
eall for contract withdrawals is re- 
ported, and this also applies to export 
business. Present quotations are:— 
Pearl starch $2.35 in bags, $2.46 in bar- 
rels; Buffalo pearl starch $2.38 in bags, 
$2.48 in barrels; powdered starch $2.40 
in bags, $2.51 in barrels; corn starch 
$2.43 in bags, $2.54 in barrels; special 
warp sizing starch $2.45 in bags; con- 
fectioners’ T. B. starch $2.95 in bags, 
$3.16 in barrels; finishing starch $2.85 in 
bags; crystal T. B. starch, No. 90 fluid- 
ity, $3.05 in bags, $3.26 in barrels. All 
above prices are per 100 pounds in car 
lots f. o. b. New York. Smaller lots 
are higher accordingly. 

TURMERIC.—Advices from primary 
markets say that, although the demand 
for Europe and America is very small, 
rates are sustained, owing to regular 
demand existing for local and country 
requirement, and for outports. A fair 
business is doing for prompt delivery 
at the undernoted rates on cash terms 
generally. Stocks and supplies Keep 
pace with the demand. Quotations are 
for:—Masulipatam, Rs. 6-8-0 to Rs. 
9-8-0; Madras and Gopalpore, Rs. 6-4-0 
to Rs. 9-4-0; Pabna and Kushtea, Rs. 
5-0-0 to Rs. 9-0-0; Daisi and Jagernath- 
pore, Rs. 4-12-0 to Rs. 8-12-0 per B. md., 
w eight loose, according to quality.

ZINC DUST.—While the spelter mar- 
ket was reported to be a little easier 
this week, such was not the case with 
zinc dust. Sellers of the latter were 
not pressing sales, and 32c. per pound 
was established as a trading basis. As 
in the many other materials, 
there is a difference in prices according 
to seller, but actual sales were made 
at the above-named figure, and it is a 
good index to the present value for 
zine dust.
